Transplants—We are offering one year transplants, root 
pruned in Mahonia Aquifolium at $15 per 100. 


All orders shipped same day they are dug. 


~zedlings are muddled, then packed in moist shingle tow 
and wrapped 100 to the bundle in water-proof paper. 
They are then packed 1,000 seedlings to the crate, weigh- 
ing approximately 55 pounds. 


Transplants are packed same as seedlings and wrapped 
25 to the bundle. They are then packed 250 plants per 
crate, weighing approximately 55 pounds. 


Terms—Check is requested before shipment; or will ship 
C.O.D. if preferred. All orders shipped by Railway Ex- 
press.
